Fortunately, our war program sccm.") to be 
progressing satisfactorily in most respects, 
but that docs not excu.-se the repealed incon- 
sistencies that continue to keep the American 
people In a fog.

With transportation becoming an Increas- 
ingly difficult problem as a result of war pro- 
duction activity, there Is one warning the 
public should not overlook.
